Thea Dureau of Internal Affairs issues statements to relatives reuaininge in the 
north to the effect that their family member has been executed by People's 
Guerrillas in South Korea. They also threaten that all individuals who have 
ied south will be Iilled when the People's Army occupies 3euth Korea. 


3» Any vecipleat of a letter from South Korea is immediately visited by a manber 
of the Sureau of Internal Affairs and is taken into the local bureau office 
for severe questioning. North Koreans whose sons or relatives have joined the 
South Korean army or police force are interrogated especially about affairs 
ad activities in the south and are urged to offer information received fron 
their contacts there.
